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All Harmonicas with more holes than 10 single holes are funda- 
mentally played the same as the single hole Harmonica but have a 


wider range. 


Some of the Harmonicas run at high as three octaves or even more. 


Each octave is played the same as the single row. 


All you must learn about your instrument be- 
fore starting to play where to start your scale. 


On all 10 hole Harmonicas the scale starts on hole 4. 


If your instrument has more than 10 holes you must locate “do.” 
On the larger Harmonicas the blow note (or “do”) is usually found on 
the 5th or 7th hole, according to the make of the Harmonica. After 
this they are played fundamentally, the same as the 10 single hole 


Harmonica.

How to Place the Harmonica in the Mouth 


Be sure first that you have the low notes to the left. Now place the lips over the 
first four holes from the left. Then feel with your tongue and cover the first three 
holes with the flat of the tongue. When you have these three holes covered, the air 
cannot get into them, therefore the air all goes into hole No. 4. Note Diagrams No.1

Now place the Harmonica in the mouth exactly as explained in 
Lesson No. 1. If you have this correct, by “blowing” the air will go 
into hole No. 4 and produce the first tone given above—“Do” or C.

“Re” or D. Do not blow or draw too hard. Easy, isn’t it?
